LONG APPROVES FINDINGS 


MAY IMPEACH 


MAYOR OF ETICA 


Boston, Dec 21—Governor Wimthrop 


Murray Crane of Dalton has been of- 
fered the poisltion of secretary of the 
treasury, to succeed Lyman J. Gage, 
and has asked President Roosevelt 
to give him until Monday before giv- 
ing hds answer as to whether he will 
accept or not. It is generally believed 
that he will do so. 


The first announcement of thiiis fact 


came in a special dispatch from Wash 
ington and this morning was eon- 
firmed by a close personal friend of 
the governor who says it is true in 
every particular. 


Governor Crane was in Washington 


yesterday, arriving there early in the 
morning and visiting the president at 
once, being the first visitor for the 
day. It ils understood that he went at 
the Invitation of the president. After 
a lengthy conference ,he left for his 
home in Dalton. Comparatively *sw 
knew of his trip to see the president. 
- it is understood here that all the 
governor's friends are urging him to 
accept. 


A telephone message to the state 


house from the governor's home in 
Dalton says that the governor is con- 
sidering the question very thoroughly 
today, and that he is inclined to ac- 
cept. His family and his great busi- 
ness interests are the only cause of 
his hesitation. 
The Washington dispatch wMoh first 
gave the news say: 


President Roosevelt has a HigH re- 


gard f or .Governor Crane and would 
like to have him in his cabinit. It is 
Supposed tjhat PrqaOJerit Koosevelt 
asked the governor to take the treas- 
ury portfolio upon the retirement of 
Secretary Gage an dthat Gwernor 
Crane took the matter under consid- 
eration and therefore, may accept. 


If he did so he would be reinaup- 


urated on the 1st of January as gov- 
ernor' before resigning to come 
to 


Washington since he would have to 
-take isometime ta arrange hlfs af- 
fairs to meet the new demands upon 
his time. The difficulties in arrang- 
ing hie business so as not to conflict 
with his duties as secretary - of the 
tireateury furnish the only possible 


obstacle, and it is supposed that Gov- 
ernor Crane would be able to arrange 
that. 


President Roosevelt jg understood to 


want a New England man as the euc- 
ccesor of Secretary Gage, and if he 
does not get Governor Crane It te- sug- 
gested that he may turn to some 
other New England business man and 
financier. 


The Govenor Won't Talk

is at his home in Dalton, having ar- 
rived early today from Washington. 


He was seen this noon in regard to 


the report that he baa been offered, 
the treasury portfolio, but he declined 
to talk on the matter.

terday, but when asked if he saw the 
president, he asked to 
be excuse'd 


from saying anyhing mopes.

the subject, was, in substance, short- 
age of coal and inability to coal the 
ships of his squadron from the collier. 
The evidence developed before the court 
shows that the squadron was well 
equipped with coal and that coal had 
been and could be readily taken from the 
collier. There was nothing for the court 
but to find as it did that Commodore 
Schley's official reports regarding the 
coal supply and the coaling facilities of 
the flying squadron were 'inaccurate 
and misleading.' An attempt to justify 
by inaccurate and misleniling official 
reports the turning hcmewnrd of a pow- 
erful squadron at a critical period of 
war in disobedience of orders is a very 
serious matter." 


In substance the balance of the re- 


port is an argument supplementary to 
the argument made by the writers be- 
fore the court of Inquiry. They insist 
that th* court was Justified In reject- 
ing Admiral Schley's evidence l>y the 
number-of witnesses who took issue 
with him, and that there is no sufficient 
reason for a reopening of the case as re- 
quested by Admiral Schley. Secretary 
Long has net yet acted upgn tbe report 
but is expected- $o do so today. 
If 


adopted, tbe repjrt will be forwarded to 
Admiral Scnley.

Washington, Dec. 21.—The president 


has removed Appraiser Wakoman of 
New York, on tbe recommendation of 
Secretary Gage. He will be succeedod 
by George Whitehead of New York. 
After the cabinet meeting yesterday 
orders were issued at once by tbe presi- 
dent for papers to be made out for the 
instantaneous removal of Appraiser 
Wakeman "for the good of the service," 
and the nomination of Mr. Whitehehcl 
as soon as the senate convenes. In the 
meanwhile the appraiser at the port of 
Boston has been detailed to look after 
the appraiser's duties at New York, so 
that Wakeman will be unable to do 
anything by indirecton even to impede 
or embarrass the work in New York. 


Wakeman could not have demon- 


strated more strikingly the lack of tact 
of which he is accused than by his at- 
tack upon Gage, which the president re- 
sents as if it had been directed f-gairst 
himself. .

the customs division. This letter also 
announces the appraiser's intention not 
to resign, and argues that his resigna- 
tion would.be a virtual admission of 
guilt or. incompetency and a surrender 
to the enemies who bare been seeking 
by unfair means to iccomplish his 
downfall.

Pekin, Dec. 2i.—The officials of Tung 


Chftw gave a remarkable f uucral yes- 
terday to a number of native Christians 
woo were massacred last year. This ac- 
tion was taken in accordance with an 
agreement between missionaries and 
the officials, by which the missionaries 
were to refrain from demanding the 
punishment of those who murdered 
the Christians if the officials would make 
public atonement for the crimes and im- 
press the people with respect for mis- 
sionaries and converts. 


The funeral procession traversed the 


principal streets of the walled city cf 
Tung Chow. There were 70 coffins to 
be interred and these were ollowed by 
hundreds of relatives of the victims. 
The procession was composed of a com- 
pany of Chinese cavalry, a company of 
infantry, several bands and hundreds 
of men carrying gaudy f uiieral em- 
blems. 


The procession took two hours to pr ss 


the reviewing stand, where were gath- 
ered the city officials, General Ma, com- 
mander of the Chinese troops who- be- 
sieged Tien Tsin, Mr. Conger, American 
minister to China, and many American 
and English missionaries. 


An immense crowd witnessed the 


funeral services at the cemetery. The 
Chinese troops, the police and the fu- 
neral attendants formed in a square, 
with the officials, the missionaries imd 
the white clad mourners in the centre 
near the grave. 


Chinese officials from 50 villages 


where the Christian converts had been 
massacred attended the interment and 
bowed before the banners, as they 
eulogized the Christiana for having died 
In defense of their faith. 
These of- 


ficials subsequently signed documents 
guaranteeing protection to tho Chinese 
Christians if they would return to their 
homes. 


The missionaries and the Chinese 


Christians travelled in a special 4raia 
from Pekln to Tung Chow. A'fter the 
funeral services in the temple the Chi- 
nese officials tendered a banquet to the 
missionaries and the converts. 


Similar funerals will be held in other 


towns.

All children like fairy stories. And 


they love the good fairies, without 
at all believing in reality that there 
are such things. It requires a little 
more pains and a little more imagi- 
nation on the part of the parents in 
telling the children about it, but the 
results are worth it all. 


Let the children believe in a Santa 


Cl,aus as1 an imaginary saint, who 
pictures

Don't try to have them believe that 
he comes in person down the chimney 
and fills the stockings with Ms own 
hand, because when they learn the 
truth they will certainly look upon 
you with suspicion for having deceiv- 
ed them.
